THE ENGLISH SPIES 


leoently Arrested by the Police of

TRIED, CONVICTED AND SENTEHCED. 


A Full Account of Their Operations, 


and How They Were Trapped by a 


French Forema'n—Caught 


in the Act. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—Particulars eon-

The commission's recommendations are 
o ho embodied iu a new anti-spy bill j 
vhich will shortly be introduced by, 
ho government. Tho men tried, con- 
acted and sentenced at St. Etienue on I 
Saturday were arrested at that place 
HI November Ji4 lust.

Foreman Chasel, however, was the 


wrong kind of man for the English spy 
;o deal with, The foreman listened 
quietly to all the spy had to Bay, "ap- 
X'ared to agree with the latter in his 
propositions, and then informed the 
iQanager of the factory as to the nature 
of the proposals which had been made 
,o him. 


Tho manager, after consultation with 


nigher authorities, instructed Chasel to 
continue pretending to entertain the 
offer made by Cooper, and to lead the 
:atter into a trap from which there 
would be no escape. In accordance 
with these plans, Chasel was given the 
Barrel of one qf the new weapons, ia 
order that he might, by giving it to the 
spy, more effectually lead the English- 
man into the trap thus baited lor him. 


Cooper, however, seems to have sud- 


denly become alarmed. 
He probably 


noticed that all his movements were 
watched, and, consequently, he sud- 
denly disappeared and was believed to 
:mvo returned 
to Birmingham, his 


home. 
On November 33, however, 


Cooper just as suddenly reappeared at 
St. Etienne and, in the calmest manner 
possible 
reopened negotiation 
with 


Jhasel, tho foreman already referred 
to. The result of these renewed nogo- 
tlations was that Chasel agreed tomeet 
Cooper at his lodgings, at St. Etienne 
and another Englishman who is known 


VulU'r Hudnell. Chasel was to bring 


to UudnoH's lodgings the stock, bar- 
rel und llttinps of the new Russian 
rifle, as well as portions of the new 
French carbine, a weapon which, it ia 
supposed is to do good service In the 
French navy. Seven o'clock was the 
hour appointed for the meeting, and 
Chasel, having previously notified his 
superiors, who in turn, had placed 
themselves iu communication with the 
police, appeared at the rendezvous 
with one of the cavalry carbines. 


Cooper took the weapon, examined H 


and was in the act of handing Chasel o 
roll of bank notes, "in exchange for'it, 
whftn the foreman placed a whistle to 
his mouth, blew a shrill blast upon it, 
and in response the door of the room 
was burst open and the two English 
spies were in the hands of a strong 
force of police. Both Cooper and Rud* 
nell wore so taken by surprise that they 
had no opportunity to defend them- 
selves or to attempt toescapc. Cooper, 
however, tho moment he heard tho 
door burbt open, hurriedly placed n 
piece of paper in his mouth and tried 
tu swallow it. 
Chasel, seeing thii 


action, sprang upon him and wrenched 
the paper from his teeth, and, with the 
tho assistance of the police, obtained 
full possession of it, eventually hand 
ing it over to the authorities. Kudnel) 
made a faint attempt to make use of t 
revolve i' which he drew from hispocket* 
but the weapon was knocked out of nil 
hand by a gendarme's sword, and thi 
two spies wore soon on the way to th< 
police depot. 


\Vhen the tipies had be^u takei 


away, the police searched tha apart 
incut they had occupied and found, 
concealed about the bed, iu trunks, hal 


boxes and wrapped in traveling1 bags, 
a number of rifle and carbine. stocks 
and barrels, and other portions of rifles 
and carbines in course of manufacture 
at St. Etienue, which showed that 
Chasel was not the only employe of the 
arms factory at St. Etienne who had 
been approached by the English spies. 


The police also obtained infennation 


at the lodging occupied by the English- 
men which would have led to the ar- 
rest of other foreigners and of several 
Frenchmen upon similar charges, but 
the news of the arrest of Cooper and 
Rudnell having got abroad, the other 
suspects hastily left the country before 
they could be placed under arrest. 


When interrogated by the examin- 


ing magistrate, Cooper frankly admit- 
ted that he had gone to St. Etienue for 
the special purpose of endeavoring to 
procure, for a firm in Birmingham, 
specimen? of the new. weapons being 
manufactured at that place for the 
French 
and 
Russian governments. 


Rudnell, his companion, declared that 
he bad been sent to St. Etienne by the 
authorities of Coventry, his native 
town, in order to study the process of 
ribbon weaving anil the manufacture 
of steel in order that he might become 
a professor in the con v en try technical 
school. Rudnell denied having been 
engaged in any spying busne.ss, and his 
statement wus borne out by a number 
of notes which he had made hi refer- 
ence to ribbon weaving and the manu- 
facture of steel; the ribbon weaving- 
might have passed; but the admissions 
as to the manufacture of steel were toe 
damaging to secure his release. 


The carbine, a specimen of "which ia 


coveted by the British array and navy 
contractors, it was shown, wab the new 
Berthiei* rifle or carbine, a weapon 
which is now being extensively manu- 
factured for the French cavalry, and 
which is also to be issued to the navy. 
In general principles, it i.s tho Ameri-

is said, a cheaper form of magazine is 
the main improvement. The Berthiei 
rifle was produced by the Uotchkiss 
company, and it is stated to be the 
Identical Lee gun which was once of- 
fered to the British war office. 
The 


Berth ier magazine holds four cartridges 
and the cas.es are manufactured and 
filled nt the cartridge factory. The 
principle is about the same as that ol 
the famous Austrian Mannlicher. 


The French claim that the Bcrthiet 


rifle and carbine is the mofet simple 
magazine weapon in Europe, and that 
it will be made to do wonders in the 
hands of the French army and navy. 
It is particularly as a naval weapon of 
the future that the English authorities 
have been attracted towards ifc. and it 
is this'feature which led to the expedi- 
tions of Messrs. Cooper and Kudnell. 


The new rille and carbine ia de- 


scribed as being upon the bolt system 
and as containing forty parts, while the 
breech mechanism consists of eight 
parts only. It is also said to be cf ex- 
ceedingly simple and solid construction 
and without a single part liable to get 
out of order. The cartridge magazine, 
according to reports, is simply a metal 
clip, costing about one cent, which fits 
under tlie rifle, and, when empty, au- 
tomatically detatches itself ami fulls to 
the ground. 


This new weapon is credited with 


considerable rapidity of fire, U being- 
asserted that twenty-eight rounds per 
minute can be tired by the long-range 
rifle, with four cartridges to the maga- 
zine, and that fifty rounds.per minute 
can be fired by the carbine, or short- 
range rifle, whioh has only three car- 
tridges to each magazine. The ordi- 
nary way ot using the rifle and carbine 


s a single loader without the maga- 


zine. For this purpose, the upper por- 
tion of the fceding-up spring of the 
magazine is made of sufficient length 
to give ample support to the cartridge 
when placed in position to be loaded 
into tne chamber. 


The new weapon fires a boll 7 mill- 


metres in diameter and weighing 20fl 
grains with* n charge of thirty-four 
grains of French E. N. F. smokeless 
powder. Tlie 
rmiKzJu velocity is 307 


feet per second and the ehumber pres- 
sure iy about fourteen tons on the 
square inch. Fiiylly.Jt may bo added 
that the calibre of tlie new rifle is .80 
inches, this weight of ball 1105 grains 
and its length 3.143 inches. The ball is 
hardened lead, having- e, coating of 
white metal. Of course these are the 
general features of the French new 
and deadly weapon, and it would ap- 
pear from the- enfcrpri&e of Messrs. 
Cooper and Rndnell that there are other 
important features about it that are so 
interesting that the British army and 
navy 
ofTi cern are willing to spend 


large sums of money to investigate 
them 


When the two spies> were brought up 


for trial, on Saturday, Cooper adapted 
the same line of defense as referred to 
when he appeared before the e'xamin- 
ing magistrate; he admitted that he 
was in St. Etienne for the purpose of 
endeavoring to procure specimens of 
the French and Russian rifles and car- 
bines being- manufactured there. He 
was sentenced to fifteen months' im- 
prisonment, to pay a fine of $000 and to 
be expcled from the country when his 
term oi imprisonment expired. Rud- 
nell got oil' easier, lie was condemned 
to two months' imprisonment and to 
pay a fine of $'200; when his term of 
imprisonment expired he was also to 
be expelml from the French territory. 


The trials of these two English spies 


have attracted much attention in army, 
navy, diplomatic and commercial cir- 
cles throughout Europe. It is said that 
few people have any idea of the extent 
to which, the government of Great 
Britain, 
through contractors acting 


upon suggestions received from the, war 
office and the admiralty, is engaged in 
the busmc.ss of spying into the war pre- 
parations of other nations. In this 
country it has been the custom of the 
press, when a French or German soy 
lias been arrested in France or in Ger- 
many, to sueer at such methods of ob- 
taining information, and to intimate 
Lhat lU-itish official would never stoop 
to low as to u.so such means in endeav

OF THE EXPULSION .OF I. CHADOUHiB 


From Bulgarian Territory Leads to * 


Challenge and Preparations for 


a Duel Between Two of 


the Member?. 


PARIS, Dec. 29.—The Chadoulne af- 


fair, otherwise the expulsion of a 
French journalist, M. Chadoulne, from 
Bulparia, and the severance by France 
of all diplomatic relations with that 
country, was the cause of an animated 
debate in the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday. M. Ribot, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, in answer to a question 
put to him on the subject by M. Mille- 
voye, sutd that 
Italy, Greece and 


France complain of the manner in 
which the liulgarian government had 
answered the French government's rep- 
resenl alive regarding* the manner in 
whi«hChadomne had been expeled. 


France, M. Ribot continued, must 


obtain satisfaction for the Insult, but, 
he added, she must not act hastily 
though she must act firmly. 


The debate finally led to a violent 


quarrel between two of the deputies— 
MM. Dovouille-Moille-Feu and Mllle- 
voye. The result was that these gen- 
tlemen have selected seconds and the 
latter aro making* arrangement* neces- 
sary for u hostile malting between 
their principals. 


A;, a matter of fact, the Caadouiue 


incident is assuming grave proportions 
though in reality there aeems to kavft 
been but little occasion for th* present 
friction between a great power Ijke 
France and a petty principality like 
Bulgaria.

stood. There has been no regular dip-
